NEWS REVIEW OF 
GURRENT EVENTS 


Eugene Funk or Di evdine 
May Be Picked for the 
Agriculture Portfolio. . 


By EDWARD W. PICKARD 


RESIDENT COOLIDGE is said to 

be, at the time this is written, 
nearly ready to name his new secre- 
tary of agriculture, to succeed Mr. 
Gore on March 4 when that gentleman 
becomes governor of West Virginia. 
For several days it was believed that 
John G. Fields of Oklahoma City, pub- 
lisher of. farm papers, would get the 
position. Then two more names were 
brought forward, those of Eugene 
Funk, IHinois farmer and brother of 
Congressman Frank H. Funk, and Wil- 
liam M. Jardine, president of the Kan- 
sas Agriculture college and a member 
of the President's agricultural confer- 
ence. Mr. Funk belongs to a famous 
family of corn-belt farmers and is 
himself not only a practical agricul- 
turist but an authority on farm eco- 
nomics and the marketing of food 
products... He is a graduate of Yale 
and studied also in Germany. It was 
believed he-was, just the kind of man, 
the President was seeking. 
_Doctor Jardine had the united back- 


~~ Tng of the Kansas delegation in con- 


gress though .{t had previously in-! 
dorsed J,/€. Mohler for the post. So 
far nas the theoretical side is_ con- 
cerned, his experience would -seem to 
fit him to take the portfolio. Start- 
ing life as a cattle puncher in Mon- 
tana, he later attended the Utah Agri- 
cultural: college and in 1896 went to 
Washington as assistant United States 
cerealist In charge of the grain work 
in the West. In 1900 he was m#ile 
director.of agronomy work in the Klan- 
sas college and in 1918 became its 
president. Doctor Jardine was {in con- 
ference with the President last week, 
and also went before’ the senate com- 
mittee on agriculture to expluin some 
of his recommendations in the, agri- 
culture conference. He told the sen- 
ators that agriculture In the Unijed 
States is only passing through a nor- 
mal post-war crisis and that it is cer- 
tain to recover. 


EANWHILE President Coolidge is 

formulating an agricultural pol- 
fey for the nation, based partly on the 
advice of Secretary Gore and the agri- 
cultural conference and largely on the 
ideas of Secretary of Commerce Hoov- 
er. Its.fundamental principle is that 
the country shall be self-contained in 
the matter of production and consump- 
tion of food and clothing, that it shall 
raise all the farm products it needs, 
including those now imported, but 
shall cease to raise them for export. 
Another pufpose is to Increase the 
buying power of the entire commu- 
nity so as to increase the Cconsump- 
tion of farm products at home and in 
turn warrant the {ncrease of produc- 
tion beyond the normal accretion due 
to the growth of population. The fos- 
tering of co-operative ‘marketing also 
enters -largely into the plan. MRepre- 
sentative Dickinson of Iowa, leader of 
the house farm bloc, says attempts 
are being made to “Hooverize” the 
Agriculture department. 


NDER suspension of the rules the 
house passed the Kelly bill pro- 
viding for {ncreases in. postal salaries 
amounting to $68,000,000 a year and 
for changes in the mall rates that are 
designed to add more than $62,000,000 
annually to the revenues of the Post 
Office department. This is a substi- 
tute for the hill which the senate 
passed and the house sent back. It 
provides for about $21,900,000 more 
revenue than did the senate measure, 
and it makes the salary {increases 
retroactive to January 1, 1925, instead 
of to July ‘1, 1924.

The house aircraft committee heard 
more testimony from Mitchell, gave 
out a denial that any witnesses were 
muzzled by their superiors, and asked 
permission to defer making a report 
until the next congress because the 
time before March 4 is too short for 
the reaching of comprehensive conclu- 
sions. 


ONGRESS learned officially last 

week that Coolidge and Dawes 
won the Presidential election. The 
houses met in joint session and re- 
ceived the tidings in the form of two 
mahogany boxes containing the certifi- 
eates of théelectors. The ballots Were 
examined and pronounced “regular in 
form ard properly authenticated” and 
Senator Cummins, the presiding. offi- 
cer, solemnly announced that Coolidge 
and Dawes had received 382 votes, 
Davis and Bryan 136 votes, and La- 
Follette and Wheeler 13 votes. This, 
he declared, was under the Constitu- 
tion a sufficient decision of the per- 
sons elected, so the joint session came 
to an end. The mahogany boxes are 
made new each four years and are 
presented one to the outgoing vice 
president—or in this instance to Sen- 
ator Cummins—and the other to the 
incoming vice president. 


RRANGEMENTS for the inaugur- 

ation of Coolidge and Dawes on 
March 4 are nearing completion, but 
they have been tremendously curtailed 
by the President’s determination that 
economy shall rule. As now planned, 
the affair will consist of the swearing 
in ceremony at “the Capitol and a 
brief parade downs Pennsylvania ave- 
nue to thé White House. The. gov- 
ernors may join in the procession, 
with their staffs, if they wish to, and 
army and navy detachments around 
Washington will be included. The 
projected fireworks ‘display in the eve- 
ning has been abandoned, and {in place 
of the inaugural ball there will be a 
charity ball. 


O SERIOUS is the opposition to 
Charles B. Warren: as attorney 
general that his appointment may fail 
of confirmation by the senate at this 
session of congress. It is due to his 
connection with the sugar trust and 
{gs voiced especially by Basil Manly, 
director of the People’s Legistative 
service. -In the first place Mr. War 
ren was at one time a representative 
of the American Sugar Refining: com- 
pany in the maintenance of holdings 
in beet sugar companies. Until a few 
days ago he was president of the 
Michigan Beet Sugar company which, 
together with other beet sugar con- 
cerns, has just been accused by the 
federal trade commission of conspir- 
acy to suppress competition. Warren 
is named as one of the defendants. 
Mr. Warren's friends retort with the 
assertion that the trade commission 
is continually instigating charges that 
turn out to he unfounded. They point 
to the fact that the commission In the 
course of Its career has been upheld 
by the federal courts fn 14 cases and 
has been overthrown in 85 cases.

NE of the greatest disasters in 

German mining history occurred 
in the Steln mine at Dortmund where 
144 men were entombed by an explo- 
sion, and at least 188 of them per- 
ished. The tragedy aroused the pen- 
ple to a state of anger that threatened 
revolution, for the mine owners were 
accused of falling to safeguard their 
employees and also of paying them 
starvation wages while selling coal at 
higher prices than the British ani 
Americans. 


NORE than 825 hours after Floyd 
Collins became entombed in Sand 
cave, Kentucky, by the fall of a 
bowlder on his foot, the rescuers who 
were sinking a shaft from the top of 
the hill had reached the limestone 
roof of the cavern near which the 
young man was trapped. He had heen 
without food for efght days and for 
two days those who listened with a 
microphone outfit for sounds of hir 
heartbeats and breathing: had heard 
nothing. °

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Famous Forts: in 
U. S. History 


By ELMO SCOTT WATSON

Where the Power of the Sioux 
Was Broken. 


In 1874 there was established near 
the Ked Cloud agency in the north- 
western corner of Nebraska a military 
pest witch is historically important 
becuuse around it centered the events 
which broke forever the power of the 
Sloux und thelr allies, the Northern 
Cheyenne Fort Robinson™ was its 
nome and its presence in the midst of 
the Oglila Sloux kept thousands of 
them from jolning the hostiles at the 
opening of the Sloux war of 1876-77. 


Nenr it In October, 1876, General 
Crook further clipped their wings by 
surrounding the camp of old Chief 
Red Cloud und disarming and dis- 
mounting his warriors. From It the 
next month Col. Ranald S. Mackenzle 
led the expedition which defeated 
Chtef Dull Knife and his Cheyennes, 
destroyed their village on the Crazy 
Wornan’s fork of the Powder river and 
scored the first real success in the 


cumpiium., There, too, Crazy Horse, 
the young war chief of the Oglalas, 
fell mortally wounded when he resist- 
ed an uttempt to imprison him. 


J'erhups the most dramatic Incident- 
connected with the history of Fort 
Robinson was the outbreak of the 
Chevennes in 1879. Dull Knife's 
Cheyennes had been sent to Oklahoma 
but ley hated their new home and 
jutnped the reservation. After suc 
cessfully eluding pursuit for several 
hundred miles, they were finally cap- 
tured and taken to Fort Robinson. 
When told they must return to Okla- 
homu, they again attempted to break 
awuy. Many of.them were shot down 
as they tried to escape from the for, 
the remainder were recaptured and 
again they were returned to the hated 
Seuthlind. So Fort Robinson marked 
the end of the Cheyennes as a warrior 
people, just as fit did the Sioux. 

The usefulness of Fort Robinson 
passed away withthe end of the In- 
diin wars. Today it is a place of 
ghests—ghosts of the redmen and 
white who once helped make it fa- 
mous. Near {it are’ buried two re- 
nowned scouts—California Joe and 
Buptiste Garnier, the “Little Bat” of 
Sioux war ‘days, both victims of an 
assusein. Somewhere near the fort,

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Romantic Belle Point and 
Prosaic Smith 


It was one of the early French ex. 
plorers of Arkansas who gave to this 
lovely spot on the Arkansas river the 
romantic name of Belle Point and 
there many years later was built a 
fort to which was attached the very 
prosaic name of Smith. The site for 
the post was chosen by Maj. Stephen 
Long, the explorer, in Nofember, 1817, 
and when the first little stockade was 
erected later it was numed for Brig. 
Gen. Thomas A. Smith of Virginia, a 
veteran of the War of 1812. 


The first commandant at Fort Smith 
was Maj. William Bradford of Com- 
pany A of the Rifie regiment, com- 
posed of men who had fought with 
“Old Hickory” Jackson at the battle 
Bradford was suc- 
ceeded in 1822 by Col. Matthew Ar- 
buckle, founder of Fort Gibson, Okla. 
In 1838 the government decided to 
erect substantial fortifications at the 
place and plans for it were drawn by 
Vaubanne, the famous French fortlfi- 
cation expert. Temporary quarters 
were erected by Capt. W. G. Belknap 
which were occupied by the troops 
until four years Inter when the new 
buildings were completed. 


The commandant from 1841 to 1815 
was Col. Zachary Taylor and Fort 
Smith {is one of the several forts 
which claim to be the site of the 
elopement of his daughter, Sarah 
Knox Taylor, with Lieut. Jefferson 
Davis, although history has not yet 
decided just what were the facts con. 
nected with that romantic offair. 


As the Importance of Fort Smith 
increased the governinent selected the 
site for a new fort and purchased 30C 
acres for the reservation. Within this 
new fort several two-story buildings 
were erected but subsequently all ex. 
cept one were destroyed by fire. This 
one has particular Interest because ft 
was used ns‘a United States distiict 
court and its bnsement as a Jalil for 
prisoners. Here the famous Judge 
LC. Parker, in the turbulent days of 
Indian territory in the ’70's und ‘80's 
sentenced hundreds of squaw men and 
territorial outinws to death until the 
name of Fort Smith and Judge Patk- 
er became synonymous for probably 
the speediest and most summary jus 
tice ever meted out In the history of 
this country.

the town of Fort Smith was incorpor

Washineton and 
St. Paul’s Chapel 


Old New York Edifice Where 
Our First President 
Worshiped. 


St. Paul’s chapel, almost lost now 
in the maze of tall buildings that rise 
like a great forest In lower New York, 
celebruted its one hundred ,and fifty- 
eighth anniversary last year. Parish- 
loners journeyed “all the day down” to 
the old church, just as its first pa- 
rishioners plodded “all the way up” to 
its portals when they were’ first thrown 
open in 1766. Then St. Paul's was so 
far uptown that the selection of its 
site was almost a scandal. .,.... 

The New York Gazette is authority 
for.the statement that.many good citi- 
zens of the day “scrupled. not to, cae:

could never extend.” And one woman, 
writing to a friend, said that St. Paul’s 
was not even in the city, but “far out- 
side, on the banks of the Hudson.” 

Those were days when New York's 
population totaled only 20,000. Brond- 
way wasn’t even a Street. It was hard- 
ly a road. Trees covered the region. 
Cows were milked in a barn where the 
towering ‘ Equitable building now 
stands. Not-only has New York’s pop- 
ulation extended to St. Paul’s since 
then, but it has gone so far beyond 
thant to most of {ts congregation the 
Sunday trip to the chapel at Broad- 
way antl Vesey street is a long one 
downtown. 

October 30, 1766, however, it meant 
a long walk north to those who did not 
have carriuges. And there was not a 
little grumbling among those who plod- 


ded their way to the out-of-the-way |. 


chapel erected in the wheat @elds of the 
old Anneke Jans farm. 
Notable Occasion, 

The dedication was quite an occa- 
sion. There was a band to supplement 
the vocal music of the church service, 
and the conductor, Mr. Tucker, got a 
bonus of 15 pounds for the excellent 
manner In which he handled the mu- 
sical arrangements. Among the vestry- 
men who gathered in their pews for 
the first service were Ellas Desbrosses, 
Joseph Reade und Andrew Barclay, all 
of whom now have streets named in 
their honor. 

Dr. Samuel Auchmutty ‘preached the 
sermon that morning, beaming down on 
a well-filled church. He was extremely 
popular In those days, although Jater 
this popularity was threatened. When 
the Revolution came, old Doctor Auch- 


muty remained loyal to his British ! 


king and every Sunday. insisted on 
rending prayers for his monarch. 
There were protests, and finally Lord 
Sterling, siding with Washington, for- 
bade the prayers. Whereupon Doctor 
Auchmuty shut up St. Paul’s chapel, 
and with ft Trinity and St. George's, 
went over to the “Jerseys” nnd held 
services within the British lines. 

It was not Doctor Auchmuty who 
planned St. Paul’s chapel. Doctor Bar- 
clay, who had been a missionary to the 
Mohawk Indians up where the thriving 
city of Newburgh. N. Y., now stands, 
was In charge of that work. The old 
Trinity, buflt In 1698, and St. George’s, 
on Beekman street, both of which were 
later destroyed by fire, were then 
stnnding. But Doctor Barclay felt that 
another chapel was needed, and he 
carried on his campaign within the 
church until! funds were set aside for 
this purpose. 

He went ‘way out Into the fields in 
relecting n site for this new edifice, and 
perhaps for that reason he chose as his 


famons old charcli In What Ie now the 
beart of London, but which originally 
Was erected In the flelds, too, The 
corner stone was laid on May 14, 1764. 
Three months after that Doctor Bar-, 


clay died and Doctor Auchmuty took 
up his work and finished the edifice. 
The great fire of 1776 left St. Paul's as 
the principal Episcopal seat of wor- 
ship. 

Visits of Notables, 

The story of a visit to the chapel by 
George Washington !mmediately after 
his inauguration in New York in 1789 
{s often told and the first President was 
often a worshiper there. Governor 
Clinton, Benedict Arnold and many 
other historical figures have snt in its 
pews, including Edward VII of Eng- 
land when he was prince of Wales. 

Many. times have the quaint epitaphs 
which mark the old graveyard in the 
churchyard been quoted. Here ste- 
nographers and office girls who work in 
downtown New York gather now at 
the noon hour for picnic lunchés. Per- 
haps they wonder why so many girls 
were named Dorcas in that distant day, 
as shown. by the tombstones. There 
are no Dorcases among thuse bob- 
baled visitors of today. 

“Im that old churchyard, for, ma 
years stood the’ famous Washingto 


his horses when: he drove ‘In his finip 
carriage to church. ‘The last of those 
was felled in 1906, when it had 
come so old and decrepit that it endan- 
gered the lives of those .who passed un- 
der it. It still contained the old hitch- 
ing ring that Washington used, but 
the growth of the tree had enveloped 
it and@.it lay embedded under the bark. 
Other elms had gone long since, one 
of them, however, not without a bat- 
tle. It was a stately tree in the rear of 
the churchyard and for years it had 
been decaying.

wrote In poetic wrath his famous verse, 
“Woodmnn, Spare That Tree.” Thou- 
sands of persons have recited the poem 
without knowing the tree [t was meant 
to save.

{t, too, came down to make room for 
the large church house which now 
stretches across the entire west end of 
the churchyard. 

In the early part of the Nineteenth 
century cattle used to browse among 
the elms of the churchyard. There is 1 
story, often told, that one fine Sunday 
n*horse wandering about the near-by 
flelds felt the urge of religion, marched 
{nto the edifice, down the aisle and 
right up. to the pulpit, to the surprise 
and consternation of the congregation 
and the rector. But that was before 
lower New York wns the maze of sky- 
scrapers which cast thelr shadows on 
old 8t. Paul's today.

Form 
IRS impressions are often the 
mest lasting ones, and even though 
they nay later be shown to have been 
errenevus, thelr effect is hard to re- 
move. The newspuper believes in “a 
gould front puge” and does its best 
through this to attract and hold the 
attentinn. Good form, the~ arrange- 
ment of the material of a letter upon 
the poze, does much to get the atten- 
tien of the reader at the outset, and 


pte please him. 


Attention should be given to para- 
griphing. Some writers ‘make every 
‘sentence Into a separate paragraph, 
thus destroying all proper emphasis, 
and others make no paragraphs at all, 
aud so jumble all their ideas into one 
grund, unussorted mess, Ilke a fainily 
of twelve crowded into a Ford coupe. 
Paragraphs in the ordinary letter 
should, usually, not exceed more than 
one hundred to one hundred und fifty 
words, 
If you wish your letter to look well, 
you will be sure to leave an even, reg- 
ular margin om the left side of the 
sheet, varying In width from an inch 
to an inch and a quarter. A_ letter 
Without a margin looks as sloppy, and 
untidy, as a man without a collar. A 
margin {s not necessury upon the right 
side of the sheet. 
Beginnings and endings rare impor- 
tant. We are now much less formal 
in the use of these conve}tional forms 
than our forefathers w6re. The salu- 
tution of a letter is not to be taken 
literally; there is no suggestion ‘of af- 
fection in “Dear Miss Switzer,” or in 
“My dear Eleanor’; it is simply a 
conventional form of salutation like 
“How do you do?” and implies no state 
of mind, but Is simply a method of 
getting started with the letter. 

The business Jetter addressed to a 
firm should begin “My dear Sirs,” 


“Gentlemen,” or “Dear Sirs.” If to an 
individual, one may say “Dear Sir,” 
“My dear Sir,” or “My dear Mr. 
Johns.” The last of these forms in 


each case Ig the least formal, and the 
nist friendly. The more formal forms 
fre used when there Is no personal ac- 
quaintance between the persons con- 
ducting the correspondence. If the 
persons concerned are close friends. 
{t Is permissible to say, “My dear 
George.” 

These complimentary beginnings, ex- 
eepting when they include proper 
names, should in most cases have the 
first and last words only capitalized. 
Such complimentary beginning. Is 
ustully preceded by the name and ad- 
ress of the one to whom the letter is 
written. as follows: 

Mr. George Johns, 

Yorkville; 
Illinois, 

No one now who pays any attention 
to recognized conventional form, ever 
begins a letter “Sir,” or “Mr. Johns,” 
or “Friend Ford,” or even “Dear 
Friend.” There is no reason for this, 
excepting that it marks one as “green” 
or inexperienced. It is Nke an adult 
speaking of his father as “papa” or 
“pa.” 

The complimentary close of a busi- 
ness letter should be “Truly yours,” 
“Very truly yours,” “Yours truly,” or 
“Yours very truly.” Only the first 
word in any of these is capitalized, 
and one form is as good as another, It 
{gs good form, when addressing a su- 
pertor officer to end the letter, “Very 
respectfully yours,” or “Respectfully 
yours,” but in these days when one 
man thinks he !s as good or better 
than another, {t is seldom done. Ah- 
breviations may be used in a business

letter, but it 1s better not to do so. 

The friendly or social letter should 
not begin with the address of the per- 
gon written to, but with the salutation 
as, “Dear Miss Warmer,” “Dear (or My 
There Is little or no

“My dear Roger.” The address of the 
one to whom the socinl letter {s writ- 
ten may be placed at the close of the 
letter in the lower left hand corner, 
no abbreviations being used. 

It is better to sign at least one, full 
given name, since there nre so many 
men with the same initials, and this a 
woman should always do, jn-order that 
her sex should bé indicated. 

A. married woman in signing her 
name to a letter should use her own 
name, as “Elizabeth B. Johnson,” and 
‘In writing to anyone, excepting to her 
intimate friends, she should indicate 
the fact that she is married, by writ- 
ing her own name followed by her 
husband's name (Mrs. O. C. Johnson) 
in parentheses. 

One's signature should he plainly 
written so that there wij] be no con- 
fusion {n the mind of anyone who 
tries to make /t out. In a typewritten 
letter, it Is a good plan for business 
men to employ the military method of 
signing the letter over the typewrit- 
ten aignature. In social letters, one 
cannot do this, and so should be care- 
ful to write plainly. 

Some men, bankers often, take pride 
in signing their names so thnt the sig- 
natpre can neither be forged nor de- 
ciphered. This practice may be a pro- 
tection, but. it causes those to whom 
they may write, considerable annoy- 
ance, Such men ought always to have 
their Dames printed or engraved at 
the top of the sheet on which they are 
writing.
